EUBOPE IN W0B8E . , 

SHAPE THAN TEAR A«0. 

(By Quy Uickok, Staff Corroapondent, 

from Berlin to Brooklyn Eagle.) 

Europe generally Is In worse oon- 
diUon today than It was a year ago. 
Most of the plans for general recon- 
struction have gone askew, and have 
not been succeeded by new ones. 

An American international flnancier. 
who has been making a tour of Eu- 
ropean capitals annually since the 
war. Informs ne that In France, Au.^- 
trla, Czecholslovskia and Qermahy he 
find bankers and manufacturers al- 
most nil more hopeless than they Wbre 
twelve months ago. 

"The thing that amases rae most i» 
that they are\ without plans for the 
future." he said. "^I have beed askini; 
the biggest bankers and financiers of 
each country what they expected to do 
in the next year, on tbe theory that It 
might be. possible to co-ordinate tb 'i;' 
|)roJect8 in some way. Bui tliere i: 
nothing to co-ordinate. They are all 
living an day-to^y basis with no 
view of anything but gloom ahead. As 
nearly a« I can see, the only country 
with n plan Is Russia." 

This lack of positive plans for Uie 
future Is not to be taken as a lack ol 
initiative on the part of European \>\v. 
business. When a man finds himself 
balked In every effort to get coal oi' 
raw materials, when he cannot sjII 
such output as he has and is forbid- 
den by his government to lay off iiis 
workmen, a positive pbm is an Indica - 
tion of insanity. 

"Here," said an Austrian manufac- 
turer to the American, pointing to a 
storage yard full of motor tracks. "' 
can't sell any of these trucks. Nobod> 
in Austria can buy them. The coun- 
tries around us are either as unable t< 
buy as we are or they have such higl. 
protective tariffs that my trucks Cos- 
more than tbelr own. 

"Yet the government forbids me t^ 
discbarge more than 20 per cent, of 
my men. I m|iBt ijp on making truck: 
that,'! can't sell — until somethin 
breaks." 

Unfortunate as this manufacturer' - 
predicament is, it Is rather good, con:- 
partively. Many others are compelle.l 
to keep their employees on their iiaj 
roH even though they do not work i;' 
all, owln^ to the lack of raw materia'
